“THE  FAUNTLEROY  FAMILY 
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The  name  has  been 'variously  spelled  Enfans  du  Roi,2nfans  le  Roi, , 
s and  for  many  centuries  Faunt  le  Roy  -  only  in  the  past  century  has  it 
been  written  as  one  word, Faunt leroy.  This  family  is  of  no  means  anti¬ 
quity.  It  was  established  in  Dorsetshire, England  at  a  very  early  per- 

i 

iod.  The  family  was  closely  affiliated  with  the  supporters  of  the  ear- 
> ly  Normans, Plantagenet s , and  Lancaster  Kings.  They  were  of  people  of 
education, heavy  land  oweners, charitable, supporters  of  the  church, and 
were  in  high  standing  in  that  part  of  England  where  the  family  had 
been  seated, and  injoyed  the  distinction  of  antiquity. 

Arms  were  granted  members  of  the  Faunt leroy  family  bj  the  Col¬ 
lege  of  Arms  of  England  in  1600.  Copies  of  this  grant  are  in  the  Brit¬ 
ish  Museum, London.  The  Shield  was  marked  with  the  heads  of  three  gold¬ 
en  haired  boys  (  And, strange  to  say, down  through  the  ages  of  over  six 
hundred  years  many  of  the  male  members  of  the  family  have  inherited  red 
hair).  The  Crest  was  added  during  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth-the 
Fleur  ae  lis  between  two  azure  wings  above  the  shield.  The  Motto  (  or 
scroll)'  "beneith  the  shield1 Faunt leroy 1 . "  The  English  authorities  con¬ 
sider  the  coat  -of-arms  just  a  pictorial  device  designed  in  Early  Eng¬ 
land  illustrating  the  name  with  direct  evidence  as  to  its  Norman  or 
French  origin.  The  ancient  Anglo-Norman  had  for  their  coat-of-arms 
just  the  same  as  that  of  the  Fauntleroys.  The  name  of  le  Roy  appears 
quite  frequently  in  the  ancient  Norman  rolls  and  it  is  supposed  that 
through  some  early  marriage  the  two  names  became  joined.

The  city  of  Sherborne , located  .in  Folke  Parish, Dorset  shire , England 
was  the  capital  from  the  time  of  King  Archibold  was  buried  in  the  Abbey 
there..  The  Danes  destroyed  the  Abbey  later.  King  Alfred  the  Great 
spent  his  boyhood  there.  It  was  the  town  of  the  Bishop  of  St.Sarum  un¬ 
til  1075. King  John  Lackland, 1198*1216 , lived  there  also.  He  occupied 
Sherborne  Castle  I2C7-I2I6.  The  town  remained  under  the  Bishop  of  St. 
Sarum  until  1228.  In  I53S  King  Henry  VII  confiscated  the  Abbey  and  sold 
it  to  the  Commonwealth.  The  city  was  besieged  during  the  Civil  War  1542 
1645  and  much  of  it  was  destroyed.  In  1437  the  Alms  House  was  licensed 
by  King  Henry  VI  to  the  Bishop  of  St.  Sarum.  The  city  of  Sherborne , to¬ 
day,  is  quite  interesting  as  of  old.  There  remains  so  much  of  the  an¬ 
cient  stone  buildings-the  ruins  of  the  old  Sherborne  Castle  -  the  mag- 
nificant  historical  Abbey  -  the  Alms  House  still  in  use  -  the  Harket 
Blace ,now  unused.  It  is  occupied(  ..the  Sherborne  Castle)  by  Col.Digby  a 
first  cousin  of  Lord  Digby,who  occupies  a  handsome  estate  a  few  miles 
away.  The  present  Sherborne  Cast le , prominent  and  imposing, built  on  an 
elevation  can  be  seen  through  long  avenues  from  many  parts  of  the  city. 

The  Digby  Hotel, which  is  a  very  handsome  building, has  hll  modern 
conveniences  and  its  large  grounds  are  beautifully  kept.  Though  the  city 
is  thoroughly  modern  yet  its  antiquity  is  apparent.  I  was  located  in  the 
Digby  Hotel  while  visiting  Sherborne.  While  I.  did  not  meet  Lieut. Col. 
Digby  or  visit  the  castle, as  it  was  closed  for  repairs  and  the  Digby 
family  up  in  Scotland, I  did  receive  a  most  courteous  letter  from  Col. 
Degby  offering  his  agents  servicesjand  through  his  agents  I  had  a  special 
permit  to  drive  through  the  grounds  of  the  castle. 

The  first  member  of  the  Fauntleroy  family -of  whom  we  have  a  re¬ 
cord  is  Walter  Fauntleroy, born  about  1265.  He  lived  at  Alveston,a  part 
of  the  ancient  seat  of  the  family , called  Fauntleroy  Harsh,  Folks  Parish, 
Dor set  shir e , f our  miles  south  of  Sherborne , ad  joining  Candle  Harsh. 


?.’e  will  now  pause  to  visit  this  most  interesting  old  home.  English 
history  gives  it  as  one  of  the  oldest  known  and  claim  it  was  built  by  or 
before  the  time  of  Tilliam  the  Conqueror,  as  given  in  the  history  of 
Dorsetshire . 

The  estate  is  very  large  and  the  dwellings , the  chapel, and  all  out¬ 
side  buildings  are  constructed  entirely  of  stone  -  the  walls-  the  roofs- 
the  floors  and  also  the  fences.  The  house  is  unique  in  structure , most  of 
it  is  two  stories  high ; casement  windows  heavily  barred, tall  and  narrow, 
and  in  groups  of  three  or  four.  The  woodwork  is  heavy-  in  one  room  on 
the  first  floor  is  a  heavily  carved  dark  oak  ceiling.  One  most  interest¬ 
ing  room  is  the  pigeon  room  with  its  tiny  windows  and  built-in  nest,  now 
unused.  I  am  sorry  that  the  large  fireplace  in  the  dining  room  has  been 
built  up  to  smaller  proport  ions , but  the  equally  large ^fireplace  remains 
as  it  was  centries  ago  but  with  a  modern  ki tchen^placed  in  the  fire  space. 
I  counted  the  rooms,  and  including  unused  rooms, there  were  eighteen. 

To  enter  the  grounds  from  the  main  road  you  turn  off  into  a  private 
serpentine  driveway  of  about  two  hundred  feet , bordered  on  both  sides  by 
a  stone  wall  five  or  six  feet  high.  The  driveway  leads  you  into  and  unger 
an  archway  similar  to  the  'gates'  of  walled  cities.  Over  the  arch  is  a 
room  with  small  windows ;this  Eoom  was  formerly  occupied  by  the  gate  keep¬ 
er.  At  the  left  of  the  arch  as  you  enter,  is  a  small  Gothic  Chapel—  to 
the  right  is  the  hbme.  Passing  under  the  archway  and  to  the  right  ^te 
that  opens  into  a  large  court  yard  paved. with  stone  and  surrounded  by  a 
five  foot  stone  wall.  Through  and  from  this  court  yard  you  enter  the  ho¬ 
use.  The  property, now  owned  by  Col.Digby  is  called  Fauntleroy  Farm  and 
is  occupied  by  a  splendid  refined  English  family  who  have  lived  here  over 
thirty  years.  They  carry  on  a  very  extensive  stock  business.  L  was  enter 
tained  in  this  old  home  a  number  of  days, and  becamee  perfectly  familiSr 

with  the  intricate  structure  of  the  building  and  with  the  grounds. 
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will  now  take  up  the  genealogy  of  the  Fauntleroy  family  but  will 
start  with  the  ancestory  of  Juliana  de  Thurnhull  who  married  -Valter  Faunt 
leroy,with  whose  birth  this  record  begins.

ally.  For  many  years  the  Fauntlercy  coat-of-arms  was  displayed  on 
the  outside  wall  of  the  Alms  House/  This  Alms  House'  still  stands  in 
perfect  state  of  preservation  and  is  one  of  tne  interesting  histor¬ 
ical  points  in  Sherborne.  It  is  situated  in  the  Abbey  close  near  its 
entrance.  It  is  built  of  stone  and  huge  timbers  of  English  oak, said 
to  been  cut  from  the  timberland  of  the  Fauntleroy  xarsh. 

Situated  in  front  of  the  Alms  House  is  a  small  unique  chapel 
with  massive  woodwork  adoring  the  interior.  In  height  reaching  the

ceiling  of  the  second  story  is  a  carved  alter  of  fine  workmanship;

an  organ  on  the  left  of  the  altar, and  benches  that  accomodate  about 
twelve  or  fourteen  worshipers.  The  whole  structure  with  pillars  and 
heavy  beams  is  quite  imposing.  A  small  gallery  even  with  the  second 
floor  accomodates  the  women  worshipers.  Every  Thursday  evening  serv¬ 
ices  were  conducted  by  Col.Digby  for  the  inmates.  At  the  time  of  my 
visit  there  were  living  in  this  interesting  institution  which'is  a 
home  for  both  women  and  men, four  women  and  seven  men.  The  men  were 
clothed  in  well  fashioned  dark  blue  suits  with  brass  buttons.  The 
women  were  dressed  in  neat  black  dresses , their  outside  wraps  a  crim¬ 
son  shaw,and  a  black  hood-like  bonnet.  Then  the  guide  heard  me  add¬ 
ressed  by  my  name;he  recognized  it, and  paid  me  great  deference  in  / 
honor  of  the  founders  of  the*Alms  House/

Tristram  Fauntleroy  was  Auditor  of  the 'Priory  of  St.Smythers  Catheral 
at  Winchester  Ecclesisst ical  commissioner  during  the  reign  of  King 
Heney  VII, and  in  the  year  1535  compled  the  Kings  books.  He  was  Master 
and  Squire  of  the  Manor  of  Michel  Marsh  Church  one  of  the  oldest  in  Eng 
land.  This  church  was  restored  about  one  hundred  years  ago,  about  1825. 
The  stone  casket  in  which  the  remains  of  Tristram  Fauntleroy  rested 
had  fallen  through  the  floor  and  was  covered  with  debris.  It  is  re¬ 
corded  that  there  were  four  windows  of  memorial  of  fine  old  art  glass 
that  now  is  guarded  so  jealously  in  England,  enough  was  recued  from 
the  windows  to  build  one  complete  window. As  you  see  it  today  in  the 
left  hand  corner  is  the  protrait  of  a  Bishop  above  an  archbishop  and 
to  the  right  St.  Paul.  Below, Tristram  Fauntleroy  who  by  his  generosity 
and  services  to  the  State  and  church  has  left  a  living  memory.  For 


besides  there  are  two  stone  tablets  on  the  wall  in  the  chanel  of 


Michel  Marsh  Church; one  bbout  eighteen  inches  square  divided  with  a 
ridge  through  the  center  dividing  the  Fauntleroy  coat-of-arms  and  the 
Holt  coat-of-arms  of  his  wife , Mr s . Joan  Holt  V illiers.  There  is  a  much 
larger  tablet  to  their  memory , perhaps  twelve  inches  deep  by  thirty 


six  inches  long, incr ibea  "Here  lyth  Master  Tristram  Fauntleroy  squire 
and  his. wife;  which  Tristram  was  buried  the  XV  day  of  August  the  year 
of  our  Lord  God  MCCCC  and  VIII  who's  soul  God  (  corner  broken  off)'.

a  short  distance  from  Michel  Marsh  Church  and  w=s  |®ven  Tristram  for 
his  services  to  Henry  VIII  in  the  settlements  of  the  church  and  the 
state  during  the  Reformation.  It  is  a  large  structure  built  of  larre 
granite^  (size  of  two  fist)  cemented  together  making  a  solid  wall  with 
stone  trimings  and  roof.  *fhe  interior  woodwork  is  beaut fful; even  the 
lining  of  the  closets  are  paneled  and  carved.  The  closets  are  large 
and  all  have  two  doors  on  different  sides  as  i^  they  were  used  as  pass¬ 
age  ways.  We  were  shown  a  room  on  the  second  floor  that  has  beer,  closed 
and  securely  locked  beyond  any  memory  of  any  living  person.  The  house 
is  frequently  visited  by  tourist.  It  is  occupied  by  a  farmer.  A  large 
open  field  on  one  side  has  been  used  for  many  centries  as  a  Parade 
and  Drilling  ground  by  the  Crown  and  is  know  as  the  Fauntleroy  Field. 
When  Tristram  died  in  1528  he  left  much  means  to  the  church  and  other 
charities.  While  I  w5s  in  England  I  secured  a  copy  of  his  will, a 
photograph  of  his  portrait  and  the' memorial  window  of  Michel  Marsh 
Church  and  the  two  tablets  on  the  church  wall  in  the  Chancel  Hamchire., 
England.  It  is  rather  unusual  to  possess  a  portrait  of  an  ancestor 
of  four  hundred  years  ago.  After  the  death  of  Tristram, his  wife  with 
their  two  children  took  up  her  residence  at  Crandall, Hampshire ,  the 
Property  she  inherited  from  her  father. 

Her  son  , William  Viliers, become  a  priest  and  her  daugnter  married 
George  Brooks.  He  was  highly  educated  and  was  rector  of  Michel  Marsh 
Churcn  for  many  years.  He  erected  a  very  pretentious  home  abbut  half 
way  between  the  "Priory"  and  Michel  Marsh  Church  in  1447.  It  was 
constructed  of  very  large  bricks, eighteen  inches  long, with  casement 
windows, thatched  roofs  and  heavely  beamed  ceilings.  It  was  at  this 
home  I  was  invited  to  visit  when  I  was  planing  to  visit  England. 

Every  new  turn  in  the  house  brought  its  thrillS  %  .the  quaint 
entrance  door  from  the  stoop, the  imense  fire  places  eqiped  with  old 
ana-irons  while  in  the  dining  room  the  imense  fire  place  was  equiped  as 
I  had  never  seen  before. 
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Then  it  was  time  to  retire,a  well  polished  brass  candle  stick 
was  put  in  my  hand.  Reaching  a  very  narrow  door  and  raising  a  wooden 
latch  the  door  swung  open  on  wooden  hinges , revealing  a  very  narrow 
stairway  only  two  fe&t  wide  with  a  rope  banister  the  size  of  your 
wrist, worn  smooth"  from  itsservices  of  hundreds  of  years.  After  about 
ten.steps  they  diveraged  in  three  directions  giving  access  to  the 
different  rooms  on  the  upper  floor.  Only  one  Ifialf  of  the  original 
house  now  stands  and  iB  widely  known  as  "The  Old  House".  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  being  entertained  in  the  house  and  sleep  in  a  carved  bed 
of  oak  which  is  four  hundred  years  old, while  other  funiture  in  the 
home  was  equally  old  and  interesting.  My  host  and  hostess  , Mr. and  Mrs. 
J .’.V. Andrew, were  very  charming  people.  Mr.  Andrew  was  a  historical 
writer  and  a  Numismatist  in  the  srevices  of  the  King.

Noore's 
coat-of-arms  confirmed  and  granted  Dec. 3, 1632  by  Sir  John  Borough, 

Knight  of  the  Garter , principal  coat-of-arms  of  England. 

Loor§'s  first  voyage  to  America  was  in  1641.  He  was  said  to  have 
been  a  god-son  of  Charles  I  and  to  have  held  office  in  his  household. 

He  left  England  permanently  for  political  reasons  in  1542  -settled  in 
upper  Norfolk  Co.  in  Virigina.  His  home  place  was  called  "Roger's  Nest" 
He  patented  land  there , Feb. 20 , 1642 ;  was  burgess  for  upoerNorfolk  Co.  164 
to  1647.  He  was  commisioned  Capt .  in  1645  and  Hajor  in  1647  in  County 
Hilitie.  He  moved  back  to  Northern  Neck  in  1643  located  a  tract  of  land 
at  Naylor's  Hole  on  the  north  bank  of  the  Rappahannock  River.  It  extend¬ 
ed  from  the  Rappahannock  to  the  Patomac  River  in  Lancaster  Co,.  On 
April  4,1551  the  written  conveyance  drawn  up  by  'Villiam .Allen  and  signed 
by  three  English  gentleman.  Of  this  large  tract, 500  acres  w?s  granted 
and  confirmed  by  Act. I, Grand  Assembly  of  Virigina, Nar. 23 , 1650  in  the 
13  th  year  of  the  reign  of  King  Charles  II.  This  property  was  sucess- 
ively  Lancaster, Old  Rappahannock  and  Richmond  countries,  lioore  Faunt  — 
leroy  was  Justice  and  Burger  from  Lancaster  1651.  -  52  -  55,  for  Rapp  - 
anannock  1656.  He  owenwd  large  tracts  of  land, many  slaves, and  several 
vessels.  Col.Uoore  Fauntleroy  imported  many  settlers  from  England.  He 
died  on  1563  afCrondall  "  (part  of  Naylor'  Hole)  and  was  buried  there. 
He  married  the  second  time  to  Nary  Hill  in  1543.  She  was  the  daughter 
of  Thomas  Hill  of  Rappahannock  Co.  Va. 


At  Naylor's  Hole  he  erected  a  large  southern  mansion  and  here  he 
and  his  heirs  resided  until  the  encroachment  of  the  Rappahannock  River 
made  its  destruction  unevitable.  Later  the  building  was  raided  and  part 
of  the  material  was  used  to  erect  a  monument  in  the  form  of  a  pyramid 
as  a  memorial  to  Col.Uoore  Fauntleroy.  It  is  an:  especially  sad  reflect¬

"LITTLE  LCRD  FALL’ T LEROY" 


On  account  of  the  interest  in  the  film  "Little  Lord  Fauntleroy" 
the  following  story, one  of  many  connected  with  tne  early  history  of 
New  Harmony, is  of  especial  interest  at  this  time. 

Henry  Fauntleroy  as  a  young  man  went  from  New  Harmony  to  Vin¬ 
cennes  wnere  he  found  employment  in  the  Rathburn  Bank.  Forturne 
favored  him  -  he  soon  rose  to  the  exalted  position  of  Director  .He 
also  was  favored  with  tne  Miss  Iaabelle  Smythe , daughter  of  Thomas 
Smythe  a  member  of  a  fine  old  North  Carolina  family.  They  married 
and  moved  to  Chicago , where  Hr . Fauntleroy  bought  much  land  surround¬ 
ing  the  city.  They  had  three  sons.  One  son  died  young, one  moved  to 
tne  East, and  Thomas  Smythe  remained  in  Chiaago. 

Thomas  Smythe  Fauntleroy  was  most  sucessful  in  his  business 
ventures.  He  built  a  handsome  home  in  the  residential  section  and 
adjoining  the  residence  of  Mrs. Napes  Dodge, in  Chicago.  A.  strong 
friendship  grew  up  between  the  families.  Hr.  Fauntleroy  appointed  . 

Mrs.  Dodge’s  son  .to  a  high  position  in  his  offices  in  the  Mondinock 

Building  where  young  Dodge  received  an  exceptionally  fine  training. 

About  this  time  Mrs. Barnett  wrote  a  charming  story  and  asked 
Mrs.  Dodge  to  publish  it.  Adding, "If  you  do  not  accept  the  story 
will  you  kindly  give  me  your  criticim?"  Mrs.  Dodge  replied  that 
she  thought  that  it  was  a  charming  story  and  would  publish  it. She 
would  have  offered  no  criticim  but  as  she  had  been  asked, she  did 
not  like  the  name  of  the  little  lord  in  the  story.  Mrs. Barnett  wrote 
back  immediately;"  You  probably  have  a  name  in  mind  -  name  him." 

^Irs.  Dodge  said  when  she  made  the  criticim  she  had  no  name  in  mind 
but  when  Mrs. Barnett  ask  her  to  name  the  little  lord  she  replyed 
"It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  honor  my  friend  Thomas  Fauntleroy, 

who  has  been  so  helpful  to  my  son."  So  the  story  was  published  in 

•the  St. Nicholas  Magizine  as  "Little  Lord  Fauntleroy".  The  late 
Thomas  Smythe  Fauntleroy  was  a  first  cousin  to  Miss  M .£ .Fauntleroy . 

And  in  connection  with  tne  fact  that  'Freddie*  plays  Little  Lord 
Fauntleroy  without  the  white  blouse , collars  and  cuffs  and  velvet  pants 
and  jacket ;and  particularly  without  the  famous  blond  curls;  a  remark 
of  ;*.iss  Fauntleroy  is  pertient.  She  said,  "I  suppose  they  will  show 
Father  Time  without  his  hour  glass  and  seytne, Santa  Claus  without  his 
beard, George  Washington  in  a  modern  business  suit  without  his  well 
known  wig  ana  knee  'britches'.
